Revival of interest In navigation in 


Upper and Lower Fox river valley 
cities Is seen in the action of the fed- 
eral government to Improve boating 
facilities. Dredging, which was begun 
the first week In June, has been com- 
pleted on the Upper Fox as far «s 
Berlin, according to A. F. Everett, in 
charge of the United States Navigation 
office here. It is hoped to finish the 
work at Portage next fall. 


Two crews of eight tuen'each arc 


working daily on the dredge. 
Each 


shift is eight hours, and an average of 
from 1,200 to 
1,500 cubic yards of 


earth is taken daily from the river 
bottom. The dredge, which was com- 
pleted late last fall has an 
SO-foot 


boom and a scuttle of two cubic yards 
capacity. The machine Is capable of 
handling about 2,000 cubic yards in 
the 16-hour day. 
The dredge is 100 


feet long and 30 feet wide at its broad- 
est point. It has a steel hull and is op- 
erated by steam. 
v 
FILL IN DEEP HOLES 


Two dump scows will be part of the 


machinery when the dredge approach- 
es Portage. 
These will be used in 


places to deposit earth in deep holes 
in "the river. 


The government specifications call 


for a channel of six feet in depth, but 
on its initial trip the dredge is remov- 
ing; earth only where the river is less 
than 4% feet deep, and is occupied 
chiefly in removing sand bars project- 
ing out into the river. 


Portage interests, it is understood, 


have approached the federal govern- 
ment with an offer to establish a boat 
line on the Fox river, and urged the 
dredging to assure its navigability. 


CONTRACT FOR TUG 


A contract recently has been let by 


the government for a new steel tug to 
replace the tug "Wolf. The new boat, 
which will be christened "Neenah" will 
be 60 feet long and will have a molded 
width of 20 feet. Its cost will be about 
$60,000. It will be equipped with two 
Diesel engines and modern convenien- 
ces to promote, comfort and efficiency 
of the crew, including electric lights 
and shower baths. The contract \vas 
awarded a Sturgeon Bay firm. The 
tug Wolf is 89 feet long and 30 feet 
wide. It is now in service with the 
dredge. 


The Menasha, built to replace the 


tug Fox now is on duty in the Fox 
river. It has a steel hull and is 104 
feet in length, and is operated ~by 
steam. The tug also is equipped with 
modern devices.

In the lumber Industry there is be-

mills have been curtailing production, 


ut unfavorable weather In consuming 
erritory has resulted in sale falling 
elow expectations. Prices have there- 
ore been softening during the last 
ew weeks. Figures at which lumber 
as sold have involved a loss to the 
nills and a number of southern pme 
manufacturers have recently followed 
lie example of the western producers 
n temporarily shutting down their 
ilants. 
As softwood sales for the first 29 


weeks of this year have exceeded the 
cut by five per cent, there is no ser- 
ous accumulation of unsold lumber at 
he mills. 
Lumbermen generally are optimistic 


as regards fall trade. Good crops are 
being harvested in the middle West 
and South and also in the Far West 
and country and small town retail 
yards are sending in an increasing 
volume of inquiry. Stocks of the re- 
ailers as a rule arc low. 


The more important groups of hard- 


wood consumers have not yet begun 
:o purchase their fall needs. Flooring 
and millwork plants are perhaps the 
best buyers at present. The automo- 
bile industry is taking fair amounts, 
as new models are being put on the 
market.

CHURCH 


A conference is in progress at Lau- 


sanne. Switzerland, in an effort to find a 
basis for unification of the Christian 
church or of some substantial part of it. 
In addressing the conference Bishop 
Charles H. Brent of Buffalo declared that 
division as it exists today is suicidal and 
has resulted in the United States in less 
*than fifty per cent of the population even 
professing Christianity.

ious problem of the twentieth century 
squarely on the head. The day has long 


- passed for the segregation of professed 
" Christians into innumerable camps and 
groups, many hostile to the others, and all 
resting on creeds and formulas represent- 
ing a distinction without spiritual differ- 
snce. 
Obviously these conditions and 


demarcations are contrary to the true 
word of God as revealed in^the bible. No 
real basis can exist for them. 
There is 


room for only one Protestant church, just 
••as there is room for only one Catholic 
church.'As constituted up "to this time the 
'Protestant' church is a "house divided 
against itself. It is "guilty of inconsisten- 
cies and dogma that offend the intelli- 
_gence of fair and clear thinking men. Its 
controversies over creeds and forms are 
childish and petty. They have no place 
in modern civilization. Many'denomina- 
tions have been more concerned with the 
preservation of the arbitrary interpreta- 
tion of the scripture's than with the 
'^world's social and spiritual progress. 
Doubtless this explains why membership 
has fallen off'and why there is so much 
irreverance and so much indifference to- 
ward the church. 


The supreme challenge to the Pro- 


testant church is, as Bishop Brent has 
voiced it, to get together, to wipe out sec- 
tarianism and unite itself under one roof. 


- One 
inestimable benefit of unification 


- would be the supplanting of a number of 
weak community denominations with one 
strong one and the elevation of the min- 
istry'to a new level of ability and service. 


A MORAL OBLIGATION 


Governor Zimmerman takes occasion, to 


severely criticize the legislature for ex- 
travagance. \Vc think the indictment rests 
on good ground. 
The legislature has 


not hesitated to authorize appropriations 
without regard to the condition of the 
state treasury or tax relief. The governor 
charges that its course has been 
influ- 


enced by its hostility to him personally 
and by a desire to so load his administra- 
tion down with expense as to embarrass it 
financially and put it in bad repute with 
the people. 
Certainly the accusation is 


given color by the fact that the legislature 
did not raise a finger toward the budget- 
ing of ^tatc expenditures, public economy 
and tax relief. We shal'. not criticize the 
governor if by vetoing sonic of the appro- 
priations which he considers excessive he 
forces the legislature to rc-convcnc or 
calls an extra session.

The law was a plain chal- 


lenge of the good faith and 
rights 


of the individual to dispose of prop- 
erty by gift.

bis veto on the ground that legal proceed- 
ings to contest inheritance taxes under 
*his unconstitutional law v.crc available 
it the lime they were levied and after the 


statutory period of limitation has run, 
there legitimately is no relief. ,^ 


It may be that legally estates arc with- 


out relief but not morally. A tax has been 
collected to which the state has no ethical 
right. It is its duty to return an unlawful- 
ly collected tax. Not to do so is equivalent 
to moral dishonesty. The great majority 
of the citizens accept laws passed by the 
state as constitutional and conform to 
them. 
If a test case is made it is un- 


derstood that it is in behalf of/all 
pos- 


sible claimants. 
The bill to refund in- 


heritance taxes unjustly and unlawfully 
collected should have been'signcd, regard- 
less of the condition of the treasury or of 
its effect upon taxes. It is one of the obli- 
gations that political expediency or tech- 
nical explanation cannot cancel.

Smith has for the Democratic, was evi- 
dently fathering his thoughts with his 
wishes. 


All the comment of politicians may be 


set down as of little value. Each expres- 
sion is from the standpoint of what the 
declarer would or would not like to see 
happen. 
Most of the interpretations, 


therefore, are biased, and the public is left 
to form its own conclusions, which it 
would better do from a candid study of 
Mr. Coolidge and his record. We prefer 
to believe that he is not running away 
from the presidency, that he is not fright- 
ened by the attitude of the Mid-west and 
that he is unafraid of results in 1928. He 
is not going to enter intoji scramble for 
another term, and for that he is to be com- 
mended. He has been subjected to a deal 
of criticism, and while every occupant of 
the White house must expect this, it has 
been of a nature that challenged his good 
faith and his regard for the Washington 
no-third-term precedent."

PALE GUMS AND POOR TEETH 


Miss Murjory K 
asks n pertinent ques- 


tion: 


"I am 16 years old nnd so far have very good 


teeth and would like to keep them jrood. • i have my 
teeth examined twice a year, but my rums arc a 
pale red. Is that a symptom of any dlbease? I UM;

•I am not in touch with the latest magazine lore 


and It may be that Miss Marjory has stumbled up- 
*on some new disease In her favorite magazine, the 
telltale sign being: pale red gums.. If that is the 
case I can only assure her that I haven't" learned 
about the new disease yet. and to my dull con- 
sciousness pale red gums are normal. 


However, if an individual is very anemic—that is. 


If the blood Is below standard In red cell quota or 
hemoglobin (coloring matter )percentag:c or both, 
the gums usually appear pale, as do the lips. / 


If there is any association or connection between 


paleness of the sums and the condition of the teeth1 
it is rather an Indirect one. Tho dentists assure mo 
that insufficient mastification of natural foods is 
attended with pale gums. Well, if that is the case, 
then the prevention and remedy should be obvious 
enough—one must see to it that a reasonable 
amount of fresh raw vegetables and fruits are in- 
cluded In the daily rations, and one must chew them 
vigorously and thoroughly, for the benefit of the 
teeth and sums as well as the general health. 


I think the old time prejudice of doctors, dentists 


and folks against candy and sweets in the diet of 
tho child was largely based upon the unconsideied 
fact that the child who had much candy and other 
sweets did not do much masticating and so the 
teeth suffered, from lack of exercise of the muscles 
of mastication as well as lack of the mineral ele- 
ments and vitamins that we now believe so essen- 
tial for the development of sound teeth. 


Miss Marjory asks about a mouth wash. The 


boric acid solution she uses is all right, though I 
prefer to make my own boric acid solution and 
omit the pretty tints and tastes—a. teaspoonful of 
boric acid in the pint of boiled water. This. I think, 
is as efficient as any antiseptic mouth wash or 
gargle can be., 


The practice of having the teeth inspected, and if 


necessary treated, twice a year, is in my judgment 
the best plan of all for the' conservation of the 
teeth. In spite of any care one may take of one's 
teeth a certain amount of tartar accumulation is 
inevitable, and this can be removed only by the 
dentist. 


Not a word has been said about brushing the 


teeth or using any kind of soap, plain or fancy. 


Not a word need be said about that. It is of no 


importance, in the conservation of the teeth. If 
one likes to use a tooth brush and some toilet soap 
or other dentrifice. there is no harm in it, as a 
rule. The actual cleaning of the teeth,- however, is 
most effectively accomplished in the mastication 
of fruits and vegetables, except tartar deposits or 
stains, which require the skill of the dentist.

Why, then, should 
it be carried the far greater distance 
at a much lower rate? 
• The answer, of course, is that the 
New York-Japan rate is a matter of 
international 
International' 


agreement. Under the 
Postal Union 
Conven- 


tion preferential rates upon printed 
matter have long been established in 
recognition of the educational value 
of distributing printed matter by mail 
at a low cost. This' Convention, pre- 
scribing a rate of one cent for every 
two ounces, regardless of distance, is 
in effect between practically all civil- 
ized countries of the world, including 
the United.States. But when it comes 
to domestic postage rates, this coun- 
try lags far behind in the matter of 
encouraging the mail distribution of 
books. 


Even the express companies, wlr.ch 


are in no sense philanthropic 
con- 


cerns, but, on the contrary, are con- 
ducted primarily for the purpose of 
making money, will carry and deliver 
more cheaply than will the Govern- 
ment through its postal service to 
points nian dbeyond the fourth Par- 
cel post zone.

Railway Express 


Company. It Is stated by the Xationa' 
Association of Book Publishers, is ad- 
vertising extensively that It is inter- 
ested In helping to educate the people 
through the reading of books. There- 
fore it has fixed and Is malntainW?: H 
special' flat rate on books of only 1-" 
cent an ounce. With a minimum 
charge of lo' cents a package. froM 
any railroad point In 'the countrv 
to any other railroad point, regard- 
less of distance. 


Thus a two-pound book can be sent 


by express from New York to San 
Francisco for 1$ cents, whereas the 
postage rate would be 26 cents. 


Moreover, the express charge In- 


cludes insurance up to ten dollars per 
package and free call and delivery 
service, within published limits, in 
practically every city and most of the 
towns in the United States. Adding 
the postal service fee of eight cents 
to the regular parcel post rates in 
order to include insurance up to ten 
dollars per package, the difference 
between mail and express 
costs ot 


distributing books becomes even mcie 
striking. The rate from New 1'ork to 
San Francisco by mail is 34 ',-ents. 
while express rate is less than half 
that, or 16 cents. 


Within the fourth postal zone tho 


mail rate on a two-pound book is 21 
cents and the express rale 16, c^nts. 
In the fifth zone the mail rate n-.oves 
up to 24 cents, in the sixth to £7 
cents, in the seventh "to 31 cents .and 
in the eighth to 34 cents, •while the 
express rate remains constant at 16 
cents. 


Off, hand, the answer to publisher? 


and others interested would seem to 
be, "Use the express service." TJie 
retort to that answer, which is equal- 
ly obvious, is that they do use tli* 
express service whenever they, can 
save money by so doing. They wou!d 
prefer, however, to use the postal ser- 
vice, other things being equal.

cel rates, second class reading mat- 
ter — magazines and newspapers — 
is transmitted through the mails to 
any part of the Unitcu Stales at a 
flat rate of 1\~ cents per pound. On 
the portion of second class publica- 
tions devoted to advertisements the 
rates per pound or fraction thereof 
are, for the first and second zones. 2 
cents: third zone, 3 cents; fourth, fifth 
and sixth zones, 6 cents; seventh and 
eighth zones, 9 cents.

Urbana, III.—C/P)—August Is the best 


time to look for "shooting stars." 


During this month the Perselds or 


August meteors put. on their, annual 
display. It will not be a brilliant spec- 
tacle, but If the sky is watched at- 
tentively for a few minutes on a clear 
evening when the moon is not too 
bright, one or several Perseids will 
probably appear. 


Meteors are stony and metallic frag- 


ments of unknown origin. Most of 
them are no larger than the head of a 
pin. They travel 
in great 
swarms 


around the sun^in elongated orbits like 
those of comets. 


Ordinarily they are invisible. But 


whenever a swarm 
encounters the 


earth the meteors plunge downward 
through our atmosphere, are heated 
intensely by friction with it and are 
consumed by their own fury before 
thej' can reach the ground. Each lum- 
inous streak that we call a shooting 
star marks the annihilation of a celes- 
tial bullet. 


Protected as we are by the atmos- 


phere, we do not often think of the 
deadly bombardment going on over- 
head. At least 20,000,000 meteors col- 
lide with the earth every day. striking 
with the average speed of 26 miles a 
second. Imaginative authors who write 
of voyages to the moon often fail to 
take into account this hazard to any 
expeditin 6utside-,.the protecting blank- 
ket of our atmosphere.

He further says that he is against 


the practice of dimming or tilting, 
which is forbidden 
by the laws of 


Wisconsin, and is opposed to any de- 
vice which leaves the control of the 
lights in the hands of the driver. He 
also states that the 
four point test 


approved by the Industrial Commis- 
sion of Wisconsin Is the simplest and 
most practical method of judging: the 
light from automobile headlamps, and 
that it not only has the approval of 
engineers, but could easily be under- 
stood by each and every motorist He 
calls attention to the fact that in Mas- 
sachusetts, an analysis of several 
hundred fatal accidents showed th.it 
insufficient illumination was the cause 
of three times as many accidents as 
was glare. 


"Wisconsin 
has solved this ques- 


tion." said Mr. Crary. "and recom- 
mends that the Society of Automotive 
Engineers and the automobile manu- 
facturers do nothing further on this 
problem other than to study the re- 
sults which will be obtained in Wis- 
consin during 192S. Wisconsin has be- 
come an automobile headlight testing 
laboiatory where every condition ot 
road and climate can 
be seen, not 


only in cross-section, but in toto. The 
cooperation of the enforcement officers 
is certain, now that the means for en- 
forcing the law easily and inoffensive- 
ly have been found, and the hearty 
cooKralion of the motorist is ex- 
pected.
